1. I am the sole inventor of the above captioned invention, which is one of the two patent 
applications pertaining to the same subject matter. Both applications were first filed Pro Se as 
provisional applications in 1999, and subsequently since June 2000, prosecuted as non-provisional 
applications by law firm of Baker Botts LLP, 2001 Ross Avenue, Dallas, TX 75201-2980 

2. Since July 9, 2001, 1 was incarcerated and remained in Bureau Of Prisons custody until I took up 
the present residence on April 16, 2004. On account of my incarceration my oversees company 
went out of business leaving no contact for Baker Botts to follow up. 

3. Sometime in December 2003 I requested Mr Don Mossman who visited me in prison to check the 
status of my pending applications with Baker Botts. Mr Mossman had my power of attorney to 
make legal inquiries on my behalf. While still incarcerated sometime in January 2004, Mr 
Mossman informed me that both applications are facing abandonment for non-prosecution as 
Baker Botts had no way to contact me and would not act until retainer is authorized. I requested 
Mr Mossman to obtain a copy of the entire file from Baker Botts on my behalf so that I can pursue 
the patents Pro Se. The prosecuting attorney at Baker Botts released the complete file to Mr 
Mossman sometime in February 2004. On February 18, 2001, 1 was transferred to BOP's CCF 
facility in Boston and finally released on April 16, 2994. On or about May 3, 2004, 1 received a 
complete set of paperwork pertaining to the said patent applications from Mr Mossman. Under the 
circumstances beyond my control, there was no conceivable way I could have responded to the 
Office Action at any time prior to today.
